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NECC expands 
campus in Lawrence 


Move addresses 
capacity restraints 
in citys campus

NECC will be expanding the col- 
lege's campus in Lawrence next 
semester, closing the Corporate and 
Community Education Center in 
North Andover and relocating it to a 
renovated mill space near downtown 
Lawrence. 

The college signed a five-year 
lease for the new campus space at 
Riverwalk Properties, which is locat- 
ed at 360 Merrimack Street, just off 
Interstate 495. 

The Riverwalk properties site was 
chosen because it offered the best 
combination of price, location and 
parking facilities, according to 
President David Hartleb. 

The college sought to lease addi- 
tional space in Lawrence because it 
had outgrown its current space in the 
city and needed more classrooms, 
according to Hartleb. 

“We've simply run out of space in 
Lawrence. The last few semesters 


we've moved Lawrence classes to 
Haverhill as a result,” Hartleb said. 

Sue Wolfe, vice president of 
finance and administration, said one 
of the primary reasons for expansion 
in the city was because of the demand 
for programs in the Lawrence: 

“Tt does address some capacity 
restraints we have at the Lawrence 
campus,” she said. “It's one piece of a 
long-term plan in addressing our 
space constraints in Lawrence.” 

NECC currently has two campus 
buildings in Lawrence, the main cam- 
pus at 45 Franklin Street and the 
annex at 78 Amesbury Street. The col- 
lege is also in the process of building 
the new Allied Health and Technology 
Center on the site of the former In 
Town Mall on Essex Street in 
Lawrence. 

In fall 2009, there were 2,666 stu- 
dents attending classes in Lawrence, 
with a quarter of those enrolled in one 
of the 18 health care certificate or 
associate degree programs. 

The owner of Riverwalk 
Properties, Sal Lupoli, president and 
CEO of Lupoli Companies, believes 
the college's expansion into the prop- 
erty will be beneficial for both the city 
and the other businesses in the area. 

“The addition of Northern Essex 
is the most significant thing to happen 


at Riverwalk,” Lupoli said. “The col- 
lege will complement the wide range 
of businesses already located there 
and help us drive economic develop- 
ment in the city.” 

One of the college's objectives is 
to develop a workforce development 
presence in the Lawrence area. 

“We are committed to the city of 
Lawrence,” Hartleb said. “Our goal is 
to provide a full range of educational 
opportunities there.” 

The new 26,000 square foot cam- 
pus space will feature 20 classrooms, 
five computer labs, a conference room 
and staff offices. 

The courses offered at the newly 
leased facility will include English as 
a second language and adult basic 
education, community development 
and workforce development, as well 
as_ degree and certificate classes in 
hospitality, computer science and 
accelerated business programs. 

The lease will cost the college an 
average of over $500,000 a year, 
according to Wolfe. 

Additionally, Wolfe said the col- 
lege will need to invest in the cost of 
purchasing all new furnishings and 
computer equipment for the newly 
leased space.The new campus facility 
will open on Sept. 1 in time for the 
beginning of the fall semester.

Noelia Figuereo wins 
the first womens 
national title at NECC

The Northern Essex Community 
College track and field team reached 
new heights last week when they 
competed at the NJCAA track and 
Field Nationals at Howard 
Community College in Columbia, 
Md. Although both the men and 
women's teams performed well, it 
was the women's team who stood out 
from the pack. 

First year NECC student Noelia 
Figuereo became the first women, 
and only the second student in NECC 
history, to win a national ‘title. The 
other NECC student to win a nation- 
al title was James Mwangi in 2006. 

Figuereo won the 200-meter dash in 
a time of 26.18, inching out Roxbury 
‘Community College's Nia Howard 
by .03 second. - 

Following Figuereo's win Dawn 
Caputo, the head coach of the NECC 
track and field team expressed how 


much the victory meant. 


“We really did not want the 200- 
meter to slip away,” said Caputo. 
“Noelia was the only one in the 
NJCAA to run under 26 (seconds) 
this season. We felt this was her best 
chance to win a title. 

During her title-winning run 
Figuereo had many conditions to deal 
with, including a strong headwind 
and stiff competition. 

“In spite of the difficult condi- 
tions with the wind, we focused on 
place and was not concerned with 
time,” said Caputo. 

The runners lined up at the start 
and waited for the gun to go off, then 
the race began. As the runners came 
around the final turn Roxbury's 
Howard had a slight lead on 
Figuereo, but Figuereo closed the gap 
as the race came into the final few 
yards. 

“It was extremely difficult to tell 
who had won,” said Caputo. 
“Initially we thought Howard might 
have caught Noelia. Once the results 
were posted we were ecstatic with 
the end result.” 

In addition to winning a national 
title Figuereo placed second in the 
100-meter dash with a time of 12.72. 
The second .place finish -earned 


Figuereo second team All-American 
status. Figuereo's fastest time of 
12.49 was recorded at the NJCAA 
district tournament. 

Freshman Samantha Dietrich was 
also awarded All-American status 
when she placed second in the javelin 
throw, with a distance of 111 feet. 

“The swirling wind was absolute- 
ly brutal and really compromised the 
overall quality of the kid's throws,” 
said Caputo. “Samantha had two very 
far warm-up throws, only to throw 
sub-par in the trials. She made some 
adjustments prior to the finals and 
put on out there.” 

Following her second place fin- 
ish Dietrich reflected on the competi- 
tion and the entire season. 

“T was kind of nervous, but I felt 
ready though,” said Dietrich. “I'm 
pleased with it (her throw), this is my 
first year, I only did javelin for four 
months.” 

Throughout the season Dietrich 
said her teammatés at Nationals 
cheered each other on and encour- 
aged her to strive tovbe the best. 

“My other two. teammates 
showed up~and that's when I threw 
my bestthrow.~ was doing bad 
before they show Then they 
showed up and I got my head togeth- 


r,” said Dietrich. “I'm used to them 
10 there when I throw, cheering 
me on. So when they came there I felt 
better. I was like 'T can do this.” 

After the competition Head 
Coach Dawn Caputo announced that 
this would be her last season at 
Northern Essex. During her time at 
the college Caputo has had numerous 
successes as the coach of both teams. 
Head Athletic Director Sue MacAvoy 
said Caputo's time at NECC couldn't 
have ended in a better way. In addi- 
tion, one of her athletes, Tonya Allen 
said how coach Caputo had made an 
impact on her players for the better. 

“I give coach a lot of props to 
teach all of us, a lot of us are new,” 
said Allen. 

Allen and Dietrich are all new- 
comers to the track and field team 
and had never taken part in any type 
of event. Allen said coach Caputo's 
drive to see the team succeed was a 
major reason as to why the young 
team was so successful this season. 

“Coach pushing us to all come to 
practice and that we follow through 
and come everyday,” said Allen. 


Even though coach Caputo is 


leaving, the state of the track and 
field team seems to be secure. Many 
of key athletes, such as Noelia

Americas laws 
regarding pedophilia 
are unfair

In 
America, 
it's not 
hard to be 


might be one yourself. 

Registerable sex offenses can 
include such behaviors as urinat- 
ing in the woods while on the golf 
course, having sex in a car, streak- 
ing on campus, young children 
playing doctor, kids as young as 12 
pinching or slapping another kid 
on the butt, even mooning. 

American culture in the post- 
industrial age has the curious dis- 
tinction of being one of the most 
sexually licentious and- at the 
same time- one of the most puri- 
tanical cultures on earth. 

Nowhere are these contradic- 
tions more evident than in the sex 
offender laws currently on the 
books, which amount to sex hyste- 
tia and witch hunting manifest 
through legislation. 

It's what Wilhelm Reich once 
called the emotional plague. Stuff 
like this is not supposed to happen 
in America. 

There is probably no act as 
loathsome and degenerate as the 
sexual abuse of children. 

Yet, in spite of increased pub- 
lic awareness and efforts by gov- 
ernment and law enforcement to 
deal with the problem, it seems as 
if the incidence of sexual abuse 
continues unabated. It's no won- 


der therefore, that you hear so 
many people say that we need to 
“set tough” with sex offenders. 
We are indeed getting tougher. 
We are casting the net wider and 
catching more people, but efforts 


designed to mitigate the problem 
are destroying many innocent 
lives. 

There are currently about 500 
thousand registered sex offenders 
in the United States, many of 
whom are dangerous predators 
who should be locked up or moni- 
tored for the rest of their lives. But 
some are not, and this should con- 
cern us as a society. 

In many cases, these are young 
people who don't deserve go 
through the rest of their lives bear- 
ing the scarlet letter of shame as 
punishment for what, in some 
cases, amounts to nothing more 
than foolish or vulgar indiscre- 
tions. 

Here are a few examples from 
real life. I think you will agree that 
something is terribly wrong: 

A) 16-year-old boy had sex with 
girl who he thought was 15. It 
turned out she was 13. When the 
girl's parents found out, they 
reported him to the police. 

The boy was arrested and 
charged with an “aggravated and 
violent” felony sex offense 
because of their age difference. 

There was neither coercion nor 
violence- the girl was perfectly 
willing- but the boy was convicted 
and designated a “Level 3 Sex 
Offender” the most serious level. 

For the rest of his life he must 
register as a sex offender, just as if 
he were a serial killer like John 
Wayne Gacy or rapist-cannibal, 
Jeffrey Dahmer. 

The law makes no distinction. 
And consider this: even terrorists, 
drug dealers, murderers, gangsters 
don't have to register after they 
have done their time. 

It gets even weirder. In Texas a 
4-year-old boy was suspended 
from school for inappropriate sex- 
ual activity when he hugged a 
teacher's aide. 

The principal sent a letter to the 
boy's parents stating that the pre- 
schooler demonstrated "inappro- 
priate physical behavior interpret- 
ed as sexual contact and/or sexual 
harassment." 

While the boy will not have to 
register as a felony sex offender, it 
is not clear whether or not the inci- 
dent will remain a part of his per- 
manent record. 
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We say that we need stricter laws regarding sex offenders, yet the laws ruin 


innocent people’s lives. 


A 22-year-old man is likely to 
go to prison for child pornography. 
He admitted downloading from 
a file sharing site, but claimed that 
when he discovered some of the 
files contained child pornography, 
he immediately deleted them. 
About a year later, the FBI 
showed up at his family's home 
and now he faces 20 years in 
prison- more prison time than 
some first degree murderers get - 
for a one time download. 

The FBI puts up its own child 
porn hypertext links, which if 
clicked, can result in a -surprise 
visit or even a raid, which gives 
rise to the question- whatever hap- 
pened to the constitutional right 
against entrapment? 

Moreover, the government or 


anybody can (remotely) insert a 
child porn file into your comput- 
er's hard drive that, if it were 'dis- 
covered" by somebody with an axe 
to grind, could make your life a 
living hell. 

Once you are a sex offender 
you will have to register for the 
rest of your life. 

You can't live with or be near 
kids, in some cases not even your 
own younger siblings. Finding 
work will be a challenge. 

If you move, your new neigh- 
bors will be advised that a sex 
offender is living near them. 

They won't be happy about that, 
especially if they are parents. If 
you do jail time, you may be tar- 
geted for violence by other 
inmates. 


So the next time somebody 
says that we have to get tough with 
sex offenders, you might ask just 
how they want to get tough. 


By incarcerating even more 
people? By redefining sex abuse 


even more rigidly? 

Instead of “getting tough”, we 
would do better to focus upon truly 
violent, psychopathic predators. 

There are certainly enough of 
them. Instead of a fear-based reac- 
tionary approach, we would do 
better with a pro-active, rational 
approach to effectively deal with 
this profoundly disturbing social 
problem.

helps students get 
their degrees quicker

The Center for Adult and 
Alternative Studies (CAAS) is a 
department on campus that offers stu- 
dent services and GED testing with 
one intent: to save students time and 
money. Through the Credit for Life 
Learning Program the center has 
saved - NECC students over 
$1,000,000 in tuition since 2001. 

Most students attend NECC 
because it is affordable, and is a great 
value for the personal, high quality 
education. However, they often fail 
to look past the great price and see all 
the school has to offer. This is one 
such case. _ 

Cindy Therrien and~ Bonnie 
Doherty are the Director and 
Associate Directors of CAAS, and 
have a genuine passion for helping 
learners at the college. While there 
are many services in place, they say 
many students are simply not aware 


of the options they have to accelerate 
the path to their degree. The main 
way this is done is through the Credit 
for Life Learning program. 

Students with life experience and 
knowledge that is worthy of college 


credit have a variety of options to 
gain college credit through appropri- 


ate courses in the program. 

One of these options is the 
College Level Examination Program 
(CLEP). CLEP is an exam that gives 
students the opportunity to test out of 
required courses for their degree. If a 
student has specialized knowledge in 
a given subject, they have the option 
to take the CLEP exam, bypass the 
course and receive the credit towards 
their degree. The CLEP exams are 
nationally recognized and are gener- 
ally readily transferable to other col- 
leges. : 

According to Therrien and 
Doherty, the Spanish Language Test 
is the most popular exam. Students 
with the appropriate score can 
receive as many as 12 language cred- 
its in taking just one exam.: 

Generally, Doherty says students 
test out of “ground level, gateway, 
introductory courses.” CLEP exams 
are offered across the board of 
required courses including Business

Alumnus and 
Newsweek columnist

Dan Lyons, “Newsweek” colum- 
nist and 1983 Northern Essex 
Community College alumnus, will be 
the college’s featured speaker at the 
college’s 48th annual commencement 
ceremony on Saturday, May 22, on 
the Haverhill campus.

Lyons also has published three 
works of fiction. His latest, "Options: 
The Secret Life of Steve Jobs," is a 
satire about Silicon Valley which was 
published in 2007 to critical acclaim. 
His previous books are “Dog Days” 
(a novel) and “The Last Good Man” 
(short stories). As a fiction writer, 
Lyons has been the recipient of both a 
National Endowment for the Arts 
Literary Fellowship and the Playboy 
College Fiction Prize. He also was 
named one of the “Fabulous 52” in 
the 1996 Best Young American 
Novelists competition sponsored by 
Granta.

and Accounting courses, 
Composition and Literature, Foreign 
Languages, History and Social 
Sciences. and Science and 
Mathematics courses. Nevertheless 
they are a great way to accelerate stu- 
dent’s educational experience. : 

In addition to CLEP, students can 
gain college credit for military expe- 
rience. Depending on their form of 
service, students have the option to 
use their experience towards their 
degree. 

Students with life experience that 
is appropriate for a college course 
alsohave the option to create a port- 
folio to be evaluated by the appropri- 
ate assessors. 

No matter which option a student 
uses, the Credit for Life Learning 


-Program is designed for students to 


show their knowledge in a given sub- 
ject and bypass unnecessary courses, 
saving them both time and money. 

While working for students is a 
major part of what the Center does, it 
is only the surface. In addition to sup- 
porting NECC students, CAAS also 
offers GED testing that benefits indi- 
viduals outside the college as well. 

Therrien, the Director of CAAS 
says this is her largest passion. 

“T’ve been doing this for 14 years

and its extremely rewarding because 
we can see people make extreme 
changes in their life,” she said. “You 
talk to a lot of individuals who for 
some reason did not have a positive 
academic experience in high school.” 

Doherty said this experience can 
result in students not completing 
their education. When they make the 
choice to work towards a GED cer- 
tificate they are making a decision 
that will lead to greater job opportu- 
nities, increased academic possibili- 
ties, and will positively impact their 
life. 

“You see someone get an imme- 
diate change in their life... all these 
doors open to them,” Therrien said. 

For this reason, the center works 
for individuals further pursuing aca- 
demics, trying to ensure they have a 


positive experience. They want to 


make sure they receive any needed 
support and know the options that are 
available. 


According to the Annual Survey _ 


of Colleges, 98 percent of colleges 
and universities accept a GED certifi- 
cate and according to the Society for 
Human Resource Management, 96 
percent of companies accept the 
GED for jobs that require a high 
school degree. 


The test is not easy. According to 
the American Council on Education 
only 60 percent of graduating seniors 
pass the test on their first attempt. It 
is a seven hour, five part assessment 
still, there is a 73 percent passing 
rate. There are also programs to pre- 
pare for the exam and in the end, the 
rewards far exceed the needed prepa- 
ration for the test. 

In her time at the school Therrien 
has seen students who start by 
achieving their GED certificate, go 
onto attend NECC and enter the 
workforce upon graduation. 

There is the potential for a radical 
lifestyle change in taking the GED 
exam, and seeing the transformation 
take place in students lives is what 


’ Therrien says continues to fuel her 


passion for individuals working at 
the center. 

“Tt’s so rewarding. You can’t put 
a dollar figure on how rewarding it 
is,” she said.

Fashionably late, otherwise

“If you must be late to 
class at least have the courtesy to 
slink in quietly and sit down looking 
ashamed.” Dahn advises, “Do not 
come in and cause a ruckus and shuf- 
fle around like you've got ants in your 
pants. It only makes it worse.” 


Both Gould and Fernandi have 
known McMullen for two years, 
working in theater and choir produc- 
tions here at the college. They rave 
about his talent, commitment, and 
gentlemanly courtesy. 

Susan Sanders, Technical 
Director of the Top Notch Players, 
attested to the praise and said “aside 
from the usual positive things like 
being on time, not skipping 
rehearsals, memorizing lines, Chris 
was a good listener, both to his fellow 
actors, but also to what the director 
had to say.” 

She described McMullen as an 
actor who is “willing to take risks” 
and “has a quick sense of humor.”

How to get hired 


Resume workshop 
attracts job-seeking 
students

An informative workshop on 
resume building and interviewing 
tips attracted students to the Tech 
Center Wed. May 5 to prepare them 
for their job search upon graduation. 
In the current state of the economy, 
the job market is more competitive 
than ever. The workshop was intend- 
ed to give students clear instruction 
on how to present themselves to 
employers and make a lasting 
impression. 

Amy Heredia is one such student. 
An accounting major who will be 
amongst those looking for a job upon 
graduating this spring. 

“T thought this would be a good 
way to find out what’s out there in the 
job market and what strategies 
employers use,” she said. 

. Heredia is a wife and mother of 
two and has completed her account- 
ing degree in two years. Even with 
her accomplishments at NECC, she 
admits she is “nervous” about the job 
search in this state of the economy. 

The workshop attracted many 
similar students seeking to learn 
about the professional business envi- 
ronment and what employers look for 
in the hundreds of applications they 
receive. 

“There is a technique, there is a 
skill to it,’ said Professor Kristen 
Quinn, the accounting professor who 
held the workshop. 

She then explained the two most 
important elements of the job seeking 
process: resume building and the 
interviewing process. 

Beginning with the resume, she 


said, as an interviewer, “I don’t have 
the attention span to read novels... I 
want to know in a quick minute if 
you have the skills to do this job.” 

The resume, she said, should fit 
on one piece of paper. It should con- 
tain concise, clear bullet points and 
be laid out in an organized format. 

It should also list all educational 
experience, working experience, 
activities, awards and achievements. 
This is the applicant’s opportunity to 
showcase their accomplishments, 
and make an outstanding impression, 
she said. 

The resume should also contain a 
professional email address (last- 
name.firstname@accountsite.com) 
and a number an employer can easily 
reach you at if they choose to set up 
an interview. Quinn also stressed the 
importance of a professional voice- 
mail message and said that if a cell 
phone has a ring-back tone, “Get rid 
of it!” 

“This is the first non-face to face 
impression you will make. Make it 
professional,,” she said. 

Finally, she said to be sure to 
check for spelling and grammatical 
errors, and have another person proof 
check the final work. 

“You could be the most qualified 
person... but if your resume has 
spelling errors I am throwing it 
away” she said. In.seven years, 
Quinn said she has processed as 
many as 30,000 applications and 
thrown away half of them due to 
spelling errors. 

This is of the utmost importance, 
as even the smallest error shows a 
lack of attention to detail that dis- 
qualifies an applicant from the posi- 
tion. 

The resume should easily provide 
the reader with a clear sense of the 
applicant’s previous experience and 
skills. 

After a resume is sent out, an 
applicant should be prepared for the 
interviewing process. 


“The interview is really a three 
step process: before, in and after” 
Quinn said. 

Before an interview a candidate 
should do their research on a compa- 
ny, prepare questions and make sure 
they know how to get there. Getting 
lost is not an acceptable excuse. 

On the day of the interview, they 
should arrive 10-15 minutes early 
dressed in professional business 
attire. It is important to arrive early, 
as there may be paperwork to fill out 
before the interview. They should 
also bring three copies of a resume in 
a professional portfolio and once 
again, be prepared with questions to 
ask. 

Some essential tips: Quinn said 
in an interview the candidate should 
lose any chewing gum and complete- 
ly shut off the cell phone. They 
should offer a firm handshake with a 
confident introduction, and, through- 
out the interview, maintain eye con- 
tact and upright posture. It is impor- 
tant to remain positive and never 
speak negatively of former employ- 
ers and ask questions, as this shows 
an initiative and interest in the com- 
pany. 

Most importantly, she says a can- 
didate should never specify a salary. 
This can disqualify them from posi- 
tions or result in a loss of salary. If 
asked, she says to write “flexible” or 
“open” and if pressed, respond “I 
don’t have a certain figure in mind, 
it’s really the opportunity [’m inter- 
ested in.” 

Lastly, upon leaving she says 
“ask for a business card because you 
are going to write a thank you note.” 

This is the final stage of the inter- 
viewing process. The candidate 
should write a personalized thank 
you note, proof read it before it is 
sent, and continue to practice the 
process until it is a success.

What should be the 
punishment for pros 
who break the rules?

With the 
arrest of for- 
mer New York 
Giants _ line- 
backer and Pro 
Football Hall 
of Famer 
Lawrence 
Taylor on 

‘ oe = Thursday, May 
6, the spotlight has once again shifted 
its focus back onto the inappropriate 
behavior of some of today's profes- 
sional athletes. 

Taylor, 51, was charged with 
third-degree rape and soliciting pros- 
titution from a.16-year-old girl. In a 
news conference Christopher P. St. 
Lawrence, supervisor of the town of 
Ramapo, NY said Taylor paid the girl 
$300 to have sex with him. 

“We have a victim who is 16 
years old who has alleged that they 
had sex,” St. Lawrence said. “She is 
not allowed, under New York laws, to 
have consensual sex. She is trauma- 
tized. She's a very young girl.” 

Taylor's attorney Arthur L. Aidala 
said Taylor stated that he never had 
sex with the girl. 

"My client did not have sex with 
anybody," Aidala said. "Lawrence 
Taylor did not rape anybody." 

The arrest of Lawrence Taylor is 
only the most recent high profile ath- 
lete to be in trouble with the law. On 


March 6 Pittsburg Steelers quarter- 
back Ben Roethlisberger was accused 
of sexually assaulting a 20-year-old 
college student at a Georgia night- 
club. On April 12, Ocmulgee Circuit 
District Attorney Fred Bright said no 
charges would be filed against 
Roethlisberger, because the accusa- 
tion couldn't be proven beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt. 

Roethlisberger escaped those 
charges, but couldn't escape NFL 
Commissioner Roger Goodell. 
Goodell suspended Roethlisberger 
for the first six games of the upcom- 
ing NFL season for violation of the 
NFL's personal conduct policy. In his 
written statement to Roethlisberger, 
Goodell gave the two-time Super 
Bowl winner a stern warning. 

“As the District Attorney con- 
cluded, the extensive investigatory 
record shows that you contributed to 
the irresponsible consumption of 
alcohol by purchasing [or facilitating 
the purchase of] alcoholic beverages 
for underage college students, at least 
some of whom were likely already 
intoxicated. There is no question that 
the excessive consumption of alcohol 
that evening put the students and 
yourself at risk,” Goodell said. “Your 
conduct raises sufficient concerns 
that I believe effective intervention 
now is the best step for your personal 
and professional welfare." 

With the recent incidents from 
Roethlisberger and Taylor many are 
starting to think about the types of 
punishments that professional ath- 
letes receive if they are involved in 
misconduct outside of their sport. 
When it comes to punishment most 
athletes receive suspensions or have 
to pay large fines. However, in the 
case of Roethlisberger a fine, no mat- 


ter how steep, isn't a severe punish- 
ment. Roethlisberger is currently in 
his third year of an eight-year $102 
million contract, so a fine, even one 
that costs him $1 million doesn't 
impact him at all. 

Following Taylor being charged 
with third-degree rape and soliciting 
prostitution some in the media have 
suggested the idea of removing 
Taylor from the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame. However, some think this pun- 
ishment would be taking things too 
far. If Taylor did in fact commit the 
crimes he's been accused of then he 
should be punished according to the 
law. It shouldn't impact what he did 
on the field. 

If we removed all the profession- 
al athletes who have been inducted 
into their respective hall of fame, the 
walls of Cooperstown and Canton 
would become bare very quickly. 
There are many Hall of Famers who 
amazed us with their play on the 
field, but there are just as many who 
would have amazed us, in a negative 
way with their actions and attitudes 
off the field. 

Professional sports teams need to 
start taking a harder look at those ath- 
letes who break the law outside the 


“game, and more importantly those 


who break it more than once. The 
answer of what should be done with 
those who break the law off the field 
remains a controversial matter, but if 
there's one things that's for certain. 
Athletes get paid millions of dollars 
to play a game. They are supposed to 
be role models for the children who 
admire them, but there are those ath- 
letes who still don't understand what 
being a role model and doing the 
right thing really means.

To make things worse for 
Ortiz it always seems that when he 
comes to bat players are on base with 
two outs and he folds under the pres- 
sure. Either that or there is only one 
out with a man on first and he’ll 
ground into a double. Many people 
point to Ortiz’s struggles to explain 
why the Red Sox are off to such a 
horrible start. This however looks to 
be false. 

The reason I think it is false is 
that the Tampa Bay Rays DH Pat 
Burrell is also struggling but the Rays 
have the best record in the majors.
